The Udder and Ite Connections. 





The udder of a superior milch cow 
may not inaptly be likened to a machine 
attached to an engine. When the power 
derived from the engine is withdrawn 
the machine ceases to work. It becomes 
for the time being inactive, virtually 
dead. ‘This illustration fails in one re- 
spect, an engine never furnishes m- 
terials from itself. The cow engine 
furnishes the materials for the milk and 
the nervous energy for its manufacture. 

The udder in its outward form and 
character does not greatly differ in the 
various milch breeds. In case of the 
Ayrshire cow, it is described ‘by Mr. 
Harley, owner of the celebrated Willow 
Bank dairy in Glasgow, who kept at 
times from 250 to 300 cows, as follows: 
“Her udder is square, but a little ob- 
long, stretching forward, thin-skinned 
and capacious, but not low-hung; teats 
or paps small, pointing outwards, and 
at a considerable distance from each 
other; milk veins capacious and promi- 
nent.” ‘Ohas. L. Flint describes the ud- 
der of the Jersey cow as “Full in size, 
in line with the ‘belly, extending well up 
behind; teats of medium size, squarely 


placed and wide apart, and milk veins 


very prominent.” He also describes the 
udder of the Dutch cow as “Large, 
rather long, extending well back with 
four long teats.” Adding that large and 
prominent veins extend from the navel 
back to the udder. Mr. Flint seems to 
have regarded the escutchen, described 
in a former issue of the Study Table,

as an important indication of the milk 
production. He devoted over twenty 
pages to its description. Preceding this 
description, referring to the Ayrshire 
cow, he says: “A study and comparison 
of the size and form of the milk mirror 
and other points indicated by Guenon, 
on a subsequent page, are worthy of a 
careful consideration in selecting ani- 
mals to breed for the dairy, not only 
among purebred animals, but especially 
in crossing for the production of grade 
stock.” And then again, before enter- 
ing upon the description of the escutch- 
eon, he writes: “There is a difference 
of opinion with regard to the practical 
value of the system of classification and 
judgment of milch cows discovered and 
developed by Guenon, some being in- 
clined to ridicule it as absurd; others to 
adopt it implicitly, and follow it out in 
all its details; and others still—and 
among this class I generally find a very 
large number of the most sensible, prac- 
tical judges of stock—to admit that in 
the main it is correct, though they dis- 
credit the practicability of carrying it so 
far and so minutely in detail as the 
author did. It may be remarked at the 
outset that the fact that the best of the 
signs of the great and good milker 
adopted by Guenon are generally found 
united with the best forms and marks 
almost universally admitted and prac- 
ticed upon by good judges, gives at least 
some plausibility to the system, while 
the imiportance of it, if correct, is suffi- 
cient to command a careful examina- 
tion.” He especially criticises Guenon 
for not simplifying his system. Re- 
ferring to it again, he adds: “The sys- 
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them or theory of Guenon was so com- 
plicated as to be of little practical value 
compared with what it might have been 
had he seen fit to simplify it so as to 
bring it within the easy comprehension 
of the farmer.” Further, he says: “As 
one means of forming a judgment of 
the milking qualities, however, tt must 
be regarded as very important, since it is 
unquestionably sustained by facts in a 
very large majority of cases.” 

In front of the udder are the mamary 
veins. These were first classified by 
Mr. Cornelius Baldwin, now a resident 
of ‘California. It was my privilege to 
learn of him, and to make a conventional 
drawing showing the ramifications of 
these veins as they appear under the 
surface of the skin that covers one side 
of the belly and udder of a very superior 
milch cow, shown and described above. 
I am pursuaded that, other things being 
equal, the more numerous and larger 
these veins are the greater will be the 
productive capacity of the cow. When 
milk veins are very tortuous they are 
varicose, produced possibly by a restric- 
tion at the so-called milk-wells, or else- 
where, and are not a certain indication 
of great future production, but rather 
of great past production. 

Turning from the description of the 
outward appearance of the udder and 
its connections to its internal structure, 
I avail myself of a small work by Prof. 
H. HH. Wing, entitled Milk and Its Pro- 
ducts. Chapter I. is largely devoted to 
a description of this machine. Within 
the covering of the udder are two longi- 
tudinal glands, each of which is divided 
into two lobes, having a single outlet, a 
duot through the teat. Above the teat 
is a small cavity called the milk cistern. 
Rarely does one of these hold as much 
as a half pint. “From these milk cis- 
terns a system of canals, or so-called 
milk ducts, extend to all parts of the 
udder. These ducts are larger near 
their openings into the milk cisterns 
and diminish in size as they rise through 
the udder. They branch in and anasto- 
mose in all directions, and finally end 
in a group of small sac-like bodies, the 
ultimate follicles. . . ~ ith is in 
these ultimate follicles that the secretion 
of milk takes place. They are about 
one-thirtieth of an inch in diameter, and 
are found in groups of three to five, with 
a common outlet at the end of each 
branching duct: When lactation 
ceases the smaller ducts become re- 
tracted and the follicles shrink in size 
and finally become rudimentary, or even 
entirely disappear, until under the stim- 
ulus of succeeding pregnancy the whole 
gland renews its activity. . . . New 
ducts and follicles may also be formed 
up to about the fifth or sixth year, and 
the power of the animal to secrete milk 
be thereby increased. . . . The cav- 
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ity of the follicle is lined with epithelial 
cells, that during lactation are filled with 
proptoplasm and are capable of rapid 
multiplication, growth and degenera- 
tion at the same time that the cell con- 
tents are undergoing rapid and exten- 
sive changes.” It is said that the greater 
part of the milk is formed during the 
process of milking, and it is probable 
that the quality of the milk is deter- 
mined by the quality of the epithlial 
cells. 

It will be seen that this wonderful 
structure and its appendages, including 
milk veins and escutcheon, is of no value 
when the cow is dry. The life of these 
organs can be renewed only by preg- 
nancy, hence »regnaney may be com- 
pared to a belt connecting the engine 
that supplies power and material to a 
machine. Otherwise the machine re- 
mains dead. The cow may be as healthy 
and vigorous and possess as voracious 
an appetite as before, and she may be 
fed as well, and yet she gives no milk. 
Where goes the power and material that 
was formerly used in the production of 
milk? We answer: If the cow is of the 
right kind, it goes to produce beef. The 
common dairy farmer knows the fact 
that a milch cow dried off, and rapidly 
fattened, makes the sweetest and ten- 
derest quality of beef that can be pro- 
duced—that kind that Professor Rob- 
erts ate and especially admired when he 
was traveling in Holland. It may not 
be quite as nicely marbled as that of a 
Shorthorn steer, but is tenderer and 
sweeter. On the other hand, if the cow 
is not of the réght kind she is produc- 
ing coniaratively little beef, but is lay- 
ing fat over her intestines and kidneys. 
This fat now is of comparatively little 
value. The first cow referred to is a 
dual purpose cow. Such cows are very 
plentiful in Holland, Belgium, Northern 
France and in England. ‘The second 
cow is the single purpose cow. She is 
fourd in some parts of Europe and is 
very plentiful in America. But the time 
has already come when the former is 
heginning to be appreciated in this coun- 
try. She is the cow of the future.

The club was delightfully entertained 
by remarks of Professor Harry Hay- 
ward of [Mount Hermon, Mass., who 
chose for his subject “Breeding of ‘Cat- 
tle,’ and which rather exhaustively went 
into the subject and evoked some discus- 
sion ‘which was generally indulged in by 
the members. 








The secretary was instructed to send 
out return postal cards to learn the 
wishes of the members as to attending 
the May meeting at Rifton, and be 
guided by their replies in calling the 
next meeting.

Constitution of St. Lawrence Co. 
H.-F. Breeders’ Club. 

iArticle I. This society shall be known 
as the ‘Saint Lawrence County Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders’ Club.

ther lines of breeding that are of a su- 
perior merit; to further the advanced 
registry system of our association; to 
secure competitive tests, and ask that 
awards be made at our agricultural as- 
sociations from an Advanced Registry 
point of view ;to co-operate in securing 
equitable freight rates in shipping our 
cattle; to discuss the best methods of 
breeding, feeding, rearing stock and 
raising the standard of excellency: to 
encourage every advance along right 
lines in dairy husbandry; in brief, to 
promote the general interests of Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle in an organized 
community effort.

The same contemporary tells us that

I do not know 
that any form of udder is more suscep- 
tible to garget than another. The treat- 
ment depends upon the cause and con- 
ditions existing. A veterinarian should 
be consulted.
